BATTLE FOUGHT 
“BETWEEN RACES 


Mississippi Posses Scour 
Country for Blacks. 


One White Man Killed--Several 
Negroes Reported Lynched. 
Trouble Arose Over Planter’s 
Dispute With a Negro. 


Jackson, Miss., June 27.—Meager de- 
tails have reached here over the long- 
distance telephone of a race riot near 
Harrisville, Simpson county, on Sun- 
day from which more trouble is ¢x- 
pected. Armed posses of several hun- 
dred white men are now in search of 
the negro fugitives. 

One white man, Luther Buckley, and 
a negro named Jones have been killed. 
The former was waylaid and assassi- 
nated by negro fugitives and the lat- 
ter was shot to death by a posse. 

The trouble started between a white 
farmer named McDonnell and a negro 
named Jim Brady. The latter was 
armed with a pistol, and making vio- 
lent threats. When McDonnell at- 
tempted to disarm him a negro named 
Jones interfered and struck McDon- 
nel] with a heavy scantling, rendering 
him unconscious. A posse was imme- 
diately formed, and started in pursuit. 
The search was continued throughout 
the afternoon. Shortly after dark, 
while one of the searching parties was 
riding along the public road fire was 
opened on them by the fugitives, and 
Luther Buckley, a young farmer, was 
struck by several bullets, falling dead 
from his horse. 

Negro Shot to Death. 

The posse gave immediate pursuit, 
and the negro Jones was captured an4 
shot to death. Later his brother and 
a brother of the negro Jim Brady, who 
had aided the principal offenders in 
escaping, were captured on a farm 
about 8 miles from Georgetown. Con- 
flicting reports as to the fate of these 
two negroes have been received here, 
one being that they were spirited away 
by officers who were determined to 
prevent mob violence, and another to 
the effect that the captors carried them 
off into the woods where a @bduble 
lynching took place. 

The search for Jim Brady was re- 
sumed this morning, and armed posses 
of determined men are prosecuting a 
country-wide search. Considerable ex- 
citement prevails throughout that sec- 
tion of the county, and further troubloa 
is feared.

Mayor Maddox has called a special] 
meeting of council for this morning

Under the present auto license sys- 
tem, the man who runs a machine is 
given a license number and not the 
machine.

When the chauf- 
feur takes the auto. back to his home, 
he has to put his own number on the 
back of the auto. 

The ordinance committee will recom- 
mend that each auto ve given a num- 
ber and run under that number, and 
that everyone who wants to run a 
machine be given a license to run. 
The ordinance also provides for giving 
visitors numbers and allowing them 
to run for ten days, or some limited 
period, without paying any license fee.

“Whereas, This despotic attitude of 
the postoffice department is most op- 
pressive to about three hundred: thou- 
sand citizens of the Uniteg States who 
are employees of that department, and 
deprives them of their rights as citi- 
zens and workingmen; therefore be it 

“Resolved, That we most. emphatic- 
ally protest against this undemocratic 
and unconstitutional policy of the au- 
thorities of the postoffice department 
of the United States. We demand that 
congress investigate that department 
and remedy its defects, both as to the 
treatment of its employees and of the 
publi¢. Also he it 

“Resolved, That a copy of these reso-

POSTAL DEPARTMENT 
WARNS BUSINESS MEN 


No "oe Notices”? Can Be 
Placed on the En- 
velopes. 


Washington, June 27.—Business mén, 
especially those who are engaged in 
making loans which they attempt to 
collect through the mails; should be 
careful about placing “dunning no- 
tice” on the face of their letters con- 
taining bills which they are impatient 
to collect, because the postoffice de- 
partment has just ruled that such 
matter is unmailable. 

This practice has been brought to 
the attention of the department, and 
the assistant attorney general for the 
postoffice department declared that the 
custom adopted by some of the firms ig 
unlawful. Envelopes submitted by a 
firm of this city to the department bore 
in one case the stamped impression: 
“Past due. This account has no doubt 
escaped your notice. Will you please 
favor us with a remittance and 
oblige?’ 

In another case the words “Collec- 
tion department,” written in red ink, 
was submitted. These notices, ap- 
parently, had been adopted by firms 
who feared that their bills were so 
well known to the recipients from the 
appearance of the envelopes that they 
found their way into waste paper bas- 
kets unopened.

FAVORABLE REPORT 
ON AUTO BILL 


Senate Judiciary Committee 


Recommends That It 


Pass. 


The automobile registration bil! of 
Senator Slaton, of the Thirty-fifth dis- 
trict, was yesterday afternoon favor- 
ably considered by the senate general 
judiciary committee and will be re- 
ported today with the recommenda- 
tion that it do pass. 

The bill prohibits autos being oper- 
ated on country roads at a greater 
speed than 25 miles an hour; makes 
it unlawful for any person under 16 
years of age to operate a machine, and 
no person to operate one without a 
license. 

Where no county or municipality 
makes provision for the registration 
of machines, it is provided that license 
shall be issued by the secretary of 
state, upon the payment of a license 
fee of $2. The proceeds of this tax are 
to go to the schoo! fund. 

The bill of Mr. Slaton provides that 
each machine shall carry a number so 
that it may be identified, and lights 
in front and behind, which shall burn 
from sunset to sunrise. It is further 
set forth that an automobile must stop 
on being signalled to do so by the 
driver of a vehicle drawn by a horse 
or other draft animal.

OPPOSE DIVISION 


Strong Protest Against 


Slicing County. | 


Rousing Meeting Held at Audi- 
torium in Hawkinsville and 
Speakers Advance Reasons 
for Opposing New County. 


Hawkinsville, Ga., June 27.—(Spe- 
cial.)—A rousing mass meeting, com- 
posed of nearly every business man of 
Hawkinsville, a number of land own- 
ers and citizens of Pulaski county, was 
held at the auditorium today at 2 
o’clock to discuss the proposed idea of 
cutting the county in half, which 
movement has been started by the citi- 
zens of Cochran, located 10 miles from 
Haw kinsville. 

Judge A. C. Pipkin was elected chair- 
man, and Mayor P. H. Lovejoy stated 
the object of the meeting. A number 
of speeches were made, during the 
course of which facts and.figures were 
offered claiming that a division of a 
county as small as Pulaski now is 
would cripple both the old and the 
proposed new county from a stand- 
point of finances, education and official 
capacity. 

It was figured that to divide the 
county would work a hardship on all 
sices from a standpoint of high tax- 
ation and depreciation of property. One 
citizen who controls lands on differ 
ent section of Pulaski stated that if 
the county should be severed by being 
cut up his entire holdings would be 
for quick sale. It was claimed by the 
speakers that two small counties could 
not take as good care of the numerous 
bridges, including the costly river 
bridges, nor could they keep up the 
roads as well as the old county at 
present is doing it, and that a division 
would leave one-half the county, witht 
rearly all the bridges, including the 
river and big creek bridges, to keep, 
which would be burdensome to the tax- 
payers. 

Those speaking were J. J. Whitfield, 
M. H. Boyer, P. L. Lovejoy, T. C. Tay- 
lor, J. A. Murphy, T. B. Ragan, H. H. 
Wynn and others. Practically the en- 
tire assembly voted as being against 
the new county movement and only 
ne man voting for it.

A NEW RAILROAD 
FOR NORTH GEORGI 


To Extend From Gaineés- 
ville to Murphy, N. C. 


Northern and Western Capital- 
ists Interested--Proposed Line 
Would Open One of the Rich- 
est Sections of the State. 


Gainesville, Ga., June 27.—(Special.) 
Every indication is that within a short 
time a party of northern and western 
capitalists will make large invest- 
ments in timber in northeast Georgia, 
and perhaps build a railroad north 
from Gainesville to either Blue Ridge, 
Ga., or Murphy, N. C. 

For quite a year Congressman 
Thomas M. Bell has beén quietly at 
work to interest some northern and 
western friends in this section of the 
state, and he has at last perfected ar- 
rangements for the coming of these 
men to wo over the ground and see 
for themselves the attractions offered 
in timber and railroad interests. 

Some time between July 15 and Au- 
gust 1, a party consisting of Colonel 
J. A. Fineh, pardon attorney in the 
department of justice in Washington; 
Congressman William E. Cox, of Du- 
Bois county, Indiana, and his brother- 
in-law, Hon. Albert Fenn, the latter 
named gentleman being a multi-mil- 
lionaire, will arrive here, accompanied 
by W. A. Winburn, vice president of 
the Central of Georgia railway, and 
make a trip of personal inspection 
through the counties north of Hall, in- 
cluding Lumpkin, White, Habersham, 
Dawson, Rabun, Towns and Union. 

Timber Waiting for Market. 

It is likely that other capitalists 
will accompany the above named gen- 
tlemen on the trip. 

In addition, no section is so needful 
of a railroad to place this timber with- 
in reach of the market. Again, the 
soil in this section is as fertile as 
can be found in the state, and great 
progress is already being made along 
agricultural lines. To further the de- 
velopment and to make of the moun- 
tain counties a veritable “garden of 
Eden,” a railroad only is needed. 

To interest these capitalists in this 
section means that northeast Georgia 
will rapidly forge to the very fore- 
most of Georgia counties. 

Mr. Winburn, vice president of the 
Central railway, is an old Gainesville 
boy, having been born and reared 
here, and he is vitally interested in 
the development of this section of the 
state. He will make the trip through 
the mountains with the capitalists 
from the north and west, and will 
clearly present the advantages of this 
section to the visitors.

SENATE PUTS IN 
FULL DAY'S WORK 


Early Motion to Adjoun 
Is Voted Down. 


Number of Important Measures 
Introduced by Senator Ferry 
at Last Session Are Tabled. 
Provision Is Made for Fees 
Due Court Officers. , 


After a motion to adjourn after the 
first hour of the session had been made 
and defeated, the senate settled dowm 
to real business yesterday, and dis- 
posed of a dozen measures with the 
regularity of clock work. 

A number of important measures in- 
troduced by Senator H. H. Perry at the 
last session of the senate were tabled. 
Mr. Perry resigned from the senate 
to make the race for governor and 
Was not present to defend his meas- 
ures. Among them were: 

A bill to require lobbyists to regis- 
ter their names and the corporations 
they represented. 

Auto Bill Is Tabled. 

A bill creating a lien on automo- 
biles in favor of any citizen whose 
person, stock or other property should 
be damaged by such machines. It was 
a voluminous bill. When the reading 
of the measure was completed, Mr. Mc- 
Curry moved to table it, and this was 
done. 

A bill providing for a constitutional 
amendment authorizing an inheritance 
tax and an income tax. Mr. Burwell 
insisted this measure of Mr. Perry’s 
was a most important measure, and 
should have more consideration. It 
was tabled, and then, on motion of 
Mr. Burwell, taken up and recommitted 
to the committee on constitutional 
amendments. 

A bill by Mr. Perry providing for 
appeals to the supreme court on fast 
writs of error to set aside any inter- 
locutory decree, restraining order or 
order vacating receiverships, was also 
tabled. 

The pension bill of Mr. Sellers, of 
the third, was made a special order for 
today. 

Wanted to Adjourn. 

The senate had not proceeded far 
with its business on Monday morning, 
after two days of rest, when Senator 
Jackson, of the twenty-first, moved to 
adjourn. 

It is probable that the motion would 
have carried had not Senator Gordy, 
of the twenty-fourth, demanded an 
aye and no vote. It was secured and 
only three votes were cast for the mo- 
tion to adjourn. They were Senators 
Jackson,»Mathews and McClure. The 
motion was overwhelmingly defeated 
and the senate settled down to work 
and disposed of a number of bills. 

One of the first measures acted on 
was the bill of Mr. Irwin providing 
that fees due court officers should be 
paid out of the county treasury in 
cases where misdemeanor convicts 
were put to work on the roads of the 
county where convicted. The bill was 
passed by a vote of 25 to 0. 

Under the old convict lease law these 
fees were paid out of the returns re- 
ceived from the misdemeanor convicts 
who were illegally farmed out to other 
counties. It is now proposed that 
such insolvent costs of court shall be 
paid out of the treasuries of the in- 
dividual counties. Where misdemeanor 
prisoners are not able to pay their 
fines and are put to work the court 
officers under this law will be per- 
mitted to help themselves out of the 
county funds.

The bill was ex- 
plained in a brief speech by its author, 
Mr. Longley.

| Two resolutions of considerable in- 
| terest were introduced in the lousé 
yesterday and will probably come uD 
for action today. 

The first was introduced by Repre- 
sentative Moss, of Cobb, and provides 
that the speaker of the house shall 
appoint a committee of three to re- 
queet an explanation from Governor 
Brown why he did not purchase the 
terminal property at Chattanooga. 

The legislature at the last session 
passed a bill authorizing the governor 
to purchase certain tracts of land at 
Chattanooga to be used by the state 
as terminal property for the Western 
and Atlantic railroad. The governor’s 
reason for not making the purchase is 
what Mr. Moss desires to ascertain. 

Want Rucker Removed. 

The other resolution was introduced 
by Representative Elder, of Oconee, 
and provides that Senators Bacon and 
Clay shall be urged to use their influ- 
ence in securing the removal of H. A. 
Rucker, collector of internal revenue 
at Atlanta. 

Both resolutions, under the rules, 
were laid on the table for one day. 

The resolution requesting Senators 
Bacon and Clay to use their efforts in 
securing the removal of Henry A. 
Rucker as collector of internal reve- 
mue at Atlanta set forth that Rucker, 
who is a negro, is unfit for office and 
that the people of the state are prac- 
tically unanimous in desiring his re- 
moval.

The letter igs writtten to G. J. Keith, 
chairman of the house committee on 
public property, and is in answer to a 
request for the names of the author 
and other witnesses. 

Mr. Watson states that he deplores 
the publicity given the charges, be- 
cause it has made the investigation 
more difficult. 

Mr. Barron has demanded the fullest 
investigation. 

Mr. Watson, in a communication to 
R. N. Hardeman, of Jefferson, speaker 
pro tem. of the house, said he did not 
intend his first communication to be 
made public in the house. Although 
he did not mark it “confidential,” he 
expected it to be so _ treated by 
Speaker Holder.

While 
I did not mark the communication 
‘confidential’ or ‘private.’ the request 
that he place it before a spécial com- 
mittee was sufficient notice that it was 
not meant for publication. To have it 
read in open session, partially defeated 
its purpose. 

“How he could have got the idea that 
I wanted the private letter published 
to the world, I am at a loss to under- 
stand. While he was addressed as 
‘speaker,’ we address governors and 
presidents in the same manner, even 
in private, confidential correspondence; 
hence, the giving of the title in this 
case did not justify the belief that the 
letter was meant for publication. 

“To connect my name with the mat- 
ter in a way which’ placed me in the 
attitude of prosecutor, foredoomed the 
investigation to partisan influence, to 
say nothing of the time and warning 
given those who might be interested in 
covering tracks. 

“Upon receipt of the letter comtain- 
ing the charges against Barron, I felt 
it to be a duty to lay the matter be- 
fore Governor Brown, and before the 
house and senate committees. As a 
matter of courtesy to the speaker, I 
endeavored to reach the house commit- 
tee through him, instead of addressing 
the committee directly. 


Sent Letter to Slaton, Too. 


“It is not improper for me to men- 
tion that I treated President John M. 
Slaton, of the senate, with like re- 
spect; and it will be noted that he did 
not publish my letter. 

“However much [ may regret the 
manner in which the subject has been 
handled, I am strongly in favor of 
pressing the investigation. Now that 
Mr. Barron has been publicly accused, 
he is entitled to a fair trial and a 
public verdict. ° 

“If there is anything wrong in his 
office, the people have a right to know 
it. If everything is O. K., he has a 
right to a vindication. His books and 
vouchers, the contractors with whom 
he dealt; the material men from whom 
he has purchased; the pay roll and the 
men whose names have been carried 
thereon—all these are easily accessible 
sources of information. 


“Unless the committee on public 
property makes a prompt and search- 
ing investigation, neither the public 
nor Mr. Barron should be satisfied.

For instance, if a county polls 1,000 
votes and each of the three candidates 
for governor receives 333 votes, then 
each candidate will be entitled in the 
convention to two-thirds of one vote 
from that county. If one candidate 
receives 500 votes, but not a majority. 
and the other 250 each, then the first 
gets one vote and the others a halt 
vote each.

A brake- 
19an was shot at twice, but cscaped in- 
jury, A woman was badly beaten and 
an unknown man, a foreigner, was also 
severely beaten. 

The bandits, three in number, struck 
cown everyone who offered the slight- 
est resistance. The express messenger 
was compelled to give up his keys and 
the express car was searched. One of 
the robbers remarked that they kncw 
there was no money in the car, but 
they . on make a search anyhow. 
Sheriff Wilson and posse is in pur- 
suit. The exact amount the robbers 
obtained has not been determincd. 

How the Bandits Worked. 

The robbers drove to Sscond street 
from Ogden in a buggy. They stopped 
the train by placing railroad torpe- 
docs on the track. When the head 
brakeman went forward to ascertain 
the cause of the delay he was struck 
with a revciver by cne of the robbers. 
He was then taken at the pcint of a 
gun to the express car and compelled 
to call to the messenger to open the 
coor.

ears. 

A foreigner, whose name was not 
learned, was assaulted by the robbers. 
The man 4id not understand what wags 
going on and was brutally beaten with 
the butt of a revolver. After the 
train had been robbed the bandits fired 
a fusillade of shots in the air to ter- 
1orize the wassengers, sot into a buggy 
and drove away.

Each candidate will require at least a week from now in which 
to get under full headway. 

That leaves, to all intents and purposes, only six weeks for 
the campaign proper. -- 

That one fact visits a great political blessing upon the state. 

No one, of course, expects a gubernatorial contest to proceed 
exactly along the safe, sane and serene lines of a pink tea, a knitting 
circle or a tiddledy-winks party.

TELAMON CUYLER MAY READ 


INDEPENDENCE DECLARATION 


The Hon. Telamon Smith-Cuyler will 
probably read the Declaratiun of In- 
dependence this year when Atlanta 
celebrates the Fourth of Juiy, us he 
has offered to do so and is prepared to 
read from a certified copy of the 
original paper sent to Georgia. 

Besides this, Mr. Cuyler can give a 
most interesting history of the decla- 
ration in this state. 

This may take away from the Hon. 
Dan Carey a prerogative which he has 
held many years, for the well-known 
superintendent of parks has been 
reading the Declaration in Atlanta for 
several years past. 

Speaking of the Declaration of In- 
dependence: and Georgia Mr. Cuyler 
said Monday to a representative of 
The Constitution: 

‘The first Declaration of Independ- 
ence was read in Georgia on August 
17, 1776, between the hours of 7 and 8 
o'clock in the evening. There were 
three Georgia men who signed the 
Teclaration. They were George Walk- 
er, Button Gwinnett and Lyman Hall. 
John Houston voted for the Declara- 
tion, but did not sign it, as he had been 
sent posthasto on a horse to get ahead 
of Joacaim Zubly, pastor of Christ 
church in Savannah, who was against 


the republic and who said that he 
would rather live under a government 
by the devil than under a republic. 
Houston ,zot to Savannah three days 
skead of Zubly. Archibald Builoch, 
president of the Georgia colony. or- 
Gered Zubly arrested. Zubly was kept 
secreted in a cellar for a year, fied 
to England aid subsequently returned 
to Savannah, where he died. He was 
denounced as ea traitor. 

“On the 9th of August. thirteen 
copies of the Declaration or Inde- 
pendence were made out and one of 
them was sent to Georgia and ordered 
published by public readings. It was 
read in Savannah at three places, the 
first being at the foot of Bull street. 
There was a big barbecue and al- 
though lambs had been forbidden at 
such feasts, four sheep were slain so 
great was the occasion considered. 
There were served with the meats two 
barrels of English beer. This feast 
was repeated itn 1777 and 1778. In 1779 
it had to be held in Wilkes county, aa 
Savannah was lost by the patriots. On 
account of the war there were no 
demonstrations. {n 1780 and 1781. I 
can read the Declaration of Independ- 
ence from a certified copy of. the 
original paper sent to Georgia and will 
be giad to do so in Atlanta if my ser- 
vices are wanted.”

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IMORGAN SHOWED UP 
TO DISPROVE RUMOR 


Stocks Affected by ‘That 
the Great Fi i 
Died Suddenl 


y- 


New York, June 27.—The stock mar- 
ket underwent a mood of depression 
again today and prices were subjected 
to severe shrinkage on a smallness of 
actual transactions, out of all propor- 
tion to the amount of the declines. 
The crop news was not bad and it was 
necessary to turn to other factors in 
the effort to fathom the explanation 
of the weakness of the market. There 
was a suspicion amongst other prof- 
ered explanations, of a concerted at- 
tack by an organized bear party under 
powerful auspices. The appearance early 
in the dey of a rumor, often used by 
the bears that J. P. Morgan had been 
stricken suddenly with death, which 
was followed shortly by Mr. Morgan's 
appearance at his office to give himself 
to business activities, aroused this 
suspicion. The disproof of the rumor 
did not, however, revive the market. 
Mr. Morgan's reappearance in - Wall 
street was cited in another way, 88 a 
hypothetical explanation of the mar- 
ket’s weakness, as due to disappoint- 
ed speculators who had waited on his 
return from abroad with the idea that 
it would foment an active period of 
rising prices of stocks. The grounds 
on which this supposiiton had been 
formed were the reports that he had 
enlisted large amounts of foreign capi- 
tal in the purchase of American securi- 
ties, that he had secured an agreement 
with foreign copper producers to co- 
operate with American producers in 
curtailment of output and that he had 
assured the listing of United States 
Steel on the Paris Bourse. From _ the 
reports and from the diligence of his 
banking house in getting assents of 
freight shippers to the advances in 
rates asked for by the railroads, it had 
been inferred by a party in the specu- 
lation that the Morgan perty were 
looking to higher prices for stocks. 

Out of this situation an advantage 
ig supposed to have been sought by 
a “‘bear” party to press an attack on 
the market. The action of the mar- 
ket today had great influence in col- 
oring the conjectures of the alignment 
of parties in the speculation, the Stan- 
dard Oil party being assigned natur- 
ally to the role of leaders of the on- 
Sslaught upon prices. 

Another suppositious explanation of 
the weakness of the market was that 
a remnant of liquidation of some large 
estate holdings of important stocks 
was in progress, and that banking in- 
terests, having knowledge of the fact. 
were disinclined to attempt a support 
of prices while this was in progress. 

Outside the realm of pure conjecture. 
there was not much to throw light ou 
pressure of stocks for sale and the 
lack of demand. Railroad traffic offi- 
clals reported a well sustained volume 
and a hopeful sentiment on account of 
confidence that rate increases would 
be allowed. The call money market 
showed no disturbance from the ap- 
proach of the July settlements. Pri- 
vate discount rates were easy in Lon- 
don and Berlin. and the official dis- 
count rate of the National Bank of 
Belgium came down to 3% per cent. 
Foreign exchange rates in New York, 
however, turned upwards rather sharp- 
ly. The extension of time allowed for 
payment of the corporation tax to July 
10 relieved the money market of one 
requirement for this week, although 
the subtreasury operations in New York 
shows signs of the turning over of 
some large sums of money to the gov- 
ernment. 

The severity of the day’s deciine gave 
rise to the inevitable uneasiness, but 
specific rumors, even of financial diffi- 
culties. were not heard, tant pricis 
were the lowest of thé day, Unton Pa- 
cific and Reading showing losses of 
over 4 points, Chesapeake and Ohio 3% 
and the active list generally from 1 to 
3 points.

Increased Scare in the Spring 
Wheat Belt Main Factor 
in the Advance. 


Chicago, June 27.—-Dollar wheat fas- 
cinated speculators today. Every fu- 
ture delivery of the grain closed here 
this afternoon above the magic mark. 
Before the beginning of alarm about 
the effect of drouth on the spring crop, 
the price was in the eighties, well un- 
der 90 cents a bushel. Latest trading 
was at nearly the top figures of the 
day, and showed a net gain of 1% 
to 2% as compared with Saturday 
night.

of the military officers. 

Captain DeLang’s Company Arrives. 
-Captain Charles A. DeLang, com- 
manding the Fitzgerald guards, the 
first military company to appear on 
the scene by order of Adjutant Gen- 
eral A. J. Scott, described the uneven

Captain DeLang’s original imstruc- 
tions from Adjutant General Scott 
were to await the arrival of the Al- 
bany guards before taking any steps 
to capture Bostwick or protect him 
from the mob. Upon arriving at Bost- 
wick’s home, however, he found the 
mob in such a temper that he deemed 
immediate action absolutely necessary. 
He first ealled upon Bostwick to sur- 
render, offering. him protection from 
the mob, but the demand was stoutly 
refused, even though accompanied by a 
threat to take the besieged man dead 
or alive. The officer then demanded 
that the children be allowed to leave 
the house, but Bostwick replied to this 
demand in an equally determined man- 
ner. The little ones had spent the en- 
tire night huddled close to the floor, 
fearing at any moment that they 
would be victims of bullets from the 
guns of the enraged populace. 

Troops Fired Into House. 

Met with repeated refusals, Captain 
Delang ordered his men to fire a voi- 
ley into the roof of the house, follow- 
ing which another demand for sur 
render and release of the children was 
made upon Bostwick, who replied with 
a shct from one of three weapons with 
which he was armed. Then came an- 
other volley from the soldiery, which 
caused Bostwick to ask that the lives 
of the children be not endengered. The 
six children then left the main build- 


being scantily clad. Probably in an- 
swer to a call from their father, how- 
ever. three of the children ran back 
into the house, but they returned to 
the cook room later. They would not 
leave their shelter until Captain De- 
lang had threatened to burn it, and 
were finally induced to come to a 
fence 150 feet distant, where they were 
taken in charge by the soldiers, who 
endeavored to relieve them of their 
fears. They would answer no ques- 
tions, however, admitting that they 
still held their father in fear. The 
eldest daughter, Jennie, who had spent 
the long night attempting to shield 
the younger children, cried because 
one of the younger boys had been 
forced to leave the house without his 
trousers, and the oldest boy was ill. 
Bostwick’s Answer a Shot. 

The children being taken to a place 
of safety, Captain Delang again de- 
manded that Bostwick surrender, but 
the only reply was a shot from the be- 
sieged man. Then the soldiers fired a 
volley into the lower portion of the 
house, intending to kill Bostwick, if 
pessible. A moment later officers’ ob- 
served that a shingle had been re- 
moved from the roof, this probably be- 
ing done by Bostwick in order to fire 
to better advantage. A hail. of lead 
was thrown into the roof, followed by 
a thud which indicated that Bostwick 
had fallen or jumped to the floor. Ob- 
servers then called attention to the 
fact that an object was seen to move 
through a hole in the floor, and a vol- 
ley was fired in that direction. A rush 
of the troops was then ordered, the 
belief being that Bostwick had been in- 
jured, but this was stopped by a final 
shot from the building, which struck 
W. 8S. Gill, who was cared for by a 
Physician who was in the crowd. 

Bullets Tear House to Pteces. 

Delang’s men then fired into the 
building several times, the volleys 
tearing locks and hinges from the 
doors. Several men then attempted to 
enter the building, but were greeted 
by a final shot from Bostwick. The 
Albany company then appeared on the 
was made from all directions.
